PROSDAMA EIEN. 


Whereas, In an Act passed by the Legislative Assembly of Utah Territo-' 


ry, and approved February 5th, 1852, entitled “An Act to provide for the 
further organizationgof the Militia of the Territory of Utah,” the office of Lieu- 
tenant General is ME cod, to have command of the Nauvoo Legion, which will 
comprise all the Militia of said Territory ; and, 

Whereas, It is therem provided that all elegfions for filling the office of Lieu- 
tenant General, should be ordered by the Governor, 

Therefore, I, Brigham Young, Governor ofMsaid Territory, do order, that an 
election be held in each Military District of the Territory, as organized by the 
Act above referred to, of the Commissioned Officers of the Legion, on Saturday, 
the twenty-seventh day of March inst., for the election of a Lieutenant General. 

The Cemmanding officers of Districts_will cause written notices to be pub- 


lished in their respective Districts, and appoint three Judges of Elections in each - 


. District, who will make a correct report of the number of votes given and for 
whom, and transmit the same to the Adjutant General’s Office, in Great Salt 


Lake City, within thirty days after the holding of said elections. 
In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the 
Seal of said Territory to be affixed, at Great Salt Lake City, in 
[L. S] the Territory aforesaid, this twelfth day of March, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two.
